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STIPULATION OF FACTS AND AGREEMENT 

By Order dated March 23, 2004, the Commission initiated this proceeding to 

determine whether Kentucky Power Company d/b/a American Electric Power 

(“Kentucky Power”) should be subject to penalties prescribed in KRS 278.990 for the 

alleged violation of 807 KAR 5:041, Section 3 and 807 KAR 5:006, Section 25. The 

Order arose out of an accident on June 19, 2003, in Boyd County, Kentucky, in which 

Phillip Glass was injured at 237 Etna Street, Russell, Kentucky, upon contact with an 

energized #4 triplex service line owned and operated by Kentucky Power. The line 

previously was used to provide service to a home located at 209 Amanda Street, 

Russell, Kentucky. Pursuant to Kentucky Power’s request, an informal conference with 

the Commission Staff (the “Staff’) was held at the Commission’s offices on April 29, 

2004.
